ITALY AND THE FRENCH. 


' 
There is a reason for the surprising 


violence of -Italian charges against 
France la connection with the last at- 
tempt on the life of Mussolini, and it 
Is a reason that bodes 111 for future 
peace between the two countries. Why 
should Mussolini's newspapers accuse 
France of harboring atsttslnt and en 
couraglng antMtalian. • coat-piracies 
merely because hit last assailant, an 
Italian anarchist, resided In Nice un- 
til a short time ago? Mussolini and 


'• hla eUiton mutt know that neither 
the French 
government nor the 


French people have bean In any way 
responsible for the doings of Italian 
refugees in France, yet they teem to 
wish to bring about a quarrel on this 
flimsiest of pretexts.

EARLY HEART SYMPTOM* 


Some one has well said that when 


a heart shows all the classical signs 
of disease, that Is enlargement, Ir- 
regular pulse, murmurs, swelling of 
the feet, and complete prostration, 
then there Is little that can be done 
for either heart or patient. 


And so the thought nowadays is to 


find out the exact condition, the ex- 
act power, the exact reserve of the 
heart, and then treat the patient ac- 
cordingly. 


The first symptoms ot a falling or 


an ailing heart are not discovered 
by an examination of the heart it- 
self. The heart may sound all right, 
no murmurs, no enlargement, 
no 


swelling of the feet and so forth, but 
the patient finds that he gets out 
ot breath rather easily. His ordinary 
watk or walks sewn to "wind" and 
tire him.- He notices also that his 
heart beats faster on slight exertion, 
and seems to continue fast for a 
longer period than formerly.

Chester A. Arthur, the eldest of 


the family of three sons and 
Hi: 


(laughters, was graduated from Un 
Ion College at eighteen, v/as princi- 
pal of ail academy in North 
Vt., and in 1833 began the practice 
of law In New York city, where he 
argued several important legal cases 
in behalf of the colored people. 
Through these and other cases he be- 
came noted in his profession, and he 
was al&o prominent as a republican 
politician. 


In April, 1861, Governor E. D. 


Morgan made him 
tiuartermaster- 


ge&eral. To him, therefore, fell the 
task, at the very beginning of the 
Civil War, of organizing the subsist- 
ence, quartering, uniforming, equip- 
ping and arming the New York quota 
of soldiers. 


In February, 1862, General Arthur 


was appointed inspector-general, and 
in May following he went to the front 
and thoroughly Inspected the New 
York state troops. 
While there, In 


view ot" the expscteil advance 
on 


Richmond., he volunteered for duty 
on the staff of Major General Hunt. 


For the next decade he was suc- 


cessful and a widely known lawyer, 
and a leading Republican 
of the 


state. 
On November 20. 187T, he 


was apponlted by President Grant 
Collector of the P.ort of N.ew York, 
which office be held for seven years. 


In 18SO he was nominated for Vico 


President, chiefly, to conciliate the 
Grant section ot the Republicans, 
sore at the defeat of their third-term 
project, and was elected with Gar- 
fleld.

Mr. Arthur remained, an active 


party leader In the patronage con- 
test of New York, between the "Stal- 
warts," or Grant section led by Roa- 
co* Conkllne, and ot 
which "Vice 


President Arthur was the chief lieu- 
tenant, and the "Half Breeds," ^or 
more independent wing which Gar- 
fleld was trying to build up: 


Conkllng soon resigned his seat In 


the Senate, declaring Garfleld had 
broken his promises to him, and tae 
-Garfleld party for the time was tri- 
umphant; but the assassination o" 
President Garfleld, shortly after re- 
yeraed the situation. 


The open lamentations of the press 


at the prospect of the accession of 
so convinced a spoilsman as himself 
deep!?* hart Preisdent Arthur, who 
felt IT was misjudged, t.nd deter- 
mined an the most admirable re- 
venge, that of disappointing their 
.prophecies of evil. 


Ha did so; not only was his term 


of o«ce measurably free from the 
dominance of patronage, but he ex- 
tended the civil service rules and 
kept talth with them. In other res- 
pect* his administration was so ex- 
cellent that he came near being the 
nominee of his party in 1884, when 
James G. Blalne defeated htm on the 
fourth ballot, when Mr. Arthur re- 
ceived 207 ot the 640 votes cast

met their chance acquaintances un- 
expectedly and the cars collided. 
Both machines were wrecked but no 
one was hurt. 


Kearney then drove up with his 


wife and son. The bandits demand- 
ed a lift, which Kearney refused. 
They shot and killed him and mor- 
tally wounded his son, and dragged 
Mr*. 
Kearney from the machine. 


One of the bandits shot his compan- 
ion through the shoulder tor show- 
ing reluctance to share in the crime. 
Mrs. 
Kearney was found later In 


hysterics.
